Tbe Attention of Indian Agent* 


Called to the Xaw 
Relating 


Thereto. 


In addition to the State law, which 


makes it a criminal offence, punishable 
by fine or imprisonment, or both, to 
sell liqaor to Indians there is a United 
States law on the subject to which the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs calls 
tb« attention of Indian agents in a cir- 
cular, which, con tains the following: 


The law as it now stands makes it a 


crime, punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment, to sell liquor to Indians, the ob- 
ject manifestly being to prevent Indians 
from obtaining liquor, either by pur- 
chase or gift," 


"This provision of law applies to all 


Indians under the care of a Superin- 
tendent or Agent., whether in the Indian 
country or out of it, and the penalty for 
a violation of this law is a line of three 
hundred dollars and imprisonment: for 
two yeais." 
. , 


' Under this law Indian agents have 
the authority, and it is their imperative 
duty in every case where any person is 
detected in a violation of this law, to 
place the matter in the bauds of the 
District Attorney, where the offense is 
committed, and in all snch case B In- 
dians are made competent witnesses.
